W. FISCHER MAKES SERIOUS ALLEGATIONS

J. B. Dunn, Owner of Oratorian; Makes a State- 
ment to the Latonia Officials Which the Book- 
maker Denies— Investigrstion Is On. 



rineimiati. O.. October .30. — A ser.«ition was 
KI»run^ at Latonia this afternoon when .1. B. Dunn 
<-liarK**d that Steve L’IIoinme<lieu. the bookmaker, 
had atterapteil to bril>e jockey Fischer to prevent 
Oraiorlan from winning in the last race on the 
4*losing «lay of the LouiaviUe .To«*key Club meeting. 
The race was won by Auditor, Oratorian linishing 
second . 

Tlie charges were brought about by the fact that 
Orntc«-iai>, after his victory at Latonia last Satur- 
day, w.as bid up several hundred dollars over his 
eutere<l prit'e. The bidding is allege<l to have been 
done at. tin* instigation of Steve L’Hommedieii in 
a spirit of revenge. 

After ]>unn had iinide his charges. I/Hoiuraedieu 
was sumraone<l before .ludge Price. The bookmaker 
denied having offered to bribe the jo«key. Fischer 
was then ssmt for and he <K>rrohorated Dunn's 
rtiatement. that l.'Hommedieu had appr»»ached him 
with an offer money to restrain Oratorian from 
winning. 

.ludge Price has telegraphed for M. .1. Winn, 
general manager of tiie Louisville Jo«‘koy Club, to 
assist him in ferreting out the truth of the accusa- 
tion ami the matter will eventually be submitle<l 
to the American Turf Association for final disposi- 
tion. 

.Most disagreeable racing conditions prevailed to- 
day. The weatlier was cold and tlireatenlng and 
the dark sky at times made colors indistinguisha- 
ble. In spite of tills a fair attendance was at the 
c«mrse. The. racing was unsatisfactory, -One favor- 
ite was sucee.sslul and thut one,- I^exollne, was at 
a short price. .M. J. Daly furnished three of the 
beaten favorites in Alyth, Elliott and St. .foseph. 
The first-named met with a mishap during the ruu- 
idng of tlie first race that caused him to l>e pulleil 
up. Kllioit’a defeat was attributed to i»oor judg- 
ment on the part of J. Daly, who allow(‘d .Tetsani 
to steal away from him in the early ninuing and 
was not able to overliaiil the leader as readily as 
he anticipated when he made a strong effort in tlie 
stretch. The defeat of MoadowLreeze caused a 
wholesale h>ss to the sliarpshooters. 

Tolxiggan, The Mate and Noel were the long- 
ivrieed winners and e.‘'eh had their full quota of 
hacking by a select coterie. There was much jam- 
ming and crowding in the different races. In the 
opt.-nlng one Alyth was thrown against the fence 
and the claim was made that he injured his stifle, 
llelmuth also was slightly cut down. For disobe- 
dience at the i>ost jockey C. Morris was suspendeil 
for six days by the starter. Noel was bid up $100 
over ids entered price of $400 by G. Hughes and 
retHlned by his owner. 

GUS STRAUS DIES SUDDENLY AT LEXINGTON. 

Had Just Sent a Message to His Brother in Cincin- 
nati That He Was in Good Health. 

Lexington, Ky.. Octolier :j0. — Gus Straus, aged 
fifty-ciglit, merchant, financier and turfman, died 
suddenly in his home in this city about 1:30 o’clock 
today. During the morning Mr. Straus had served 
as the foreman of a jury in the Circuit Court. At 
12:30 he had affixetl his signature to a verdict 
giving George Osborne one year in the i>enltentiary. 
'ITivii lie went home, ate his luncheon,' called up 
Phil Chinn at Cincinnati, held a conversation with 
Him over the long distanw telephone, closing it 
with the request that C'hlnn tell Henry Straus, bis 
brother, that he was in the liest of iiealth. He sat 
down in a eliair and five minutes later was a 
«-<*rpse. 

Mr, Straus was a brother of Ixmis Straus, who 
died about seven years ago. As a firm of Ixmis 
and Gus Straus tliey had been in business in Lex- 
ington for a third of a century. Henry and Charles 
.Straus of Cincinnati are also brothers of the de- 
ceased. Mr. Straus has been identified with the 

I lioroughbred industry for yeai>. ar one time raeing 
a string in partnership witli .lolin E. Madden, own- 
ing such horses as Harry Reed. M.vrlle Harkness. 
.Mnauda and others. He purchased a yearling from 
Cf»n, Finright In 1S9(; for $850 and sold him tlie 
same fall to Madden for .81.500 and the following 
.MMir the youngster proved to be the mighty Ham- 
burg. whose winnings and sale gave Madden rhe 
money to establish Hamburg Place.

OWNER, TRAINER AND HORSE RULED OFF. 

R. L. Rogers and John Wilson Are Banished From 
the Turf for Doping Garnish. 

New York, Octolier 30. — R. L. Rogers, John Wil- 
son and the horse Garuisli were rule<l off the turf 
by the stew.ards of the Jockey Club, who held a 
nieetiiig at ihe Wlnds».>r Arcade last night. The 
claus«‘ under which the ruling was made Is as 
follows; 

••Any person who shall have administered a drug 
or stimulant internally or by hyi>odermic method 
prior to a race, or who shall have used appliances ^ 
electrical or mechanical other than the ordinary 
whip and spur, sliall be ruled off.” 

Garnisli is a bay horse, five years old, by Rapallo 
— Garniture and is owned by Mrs. R. L. Rogers 
and trained 1^- U. L. Rogers. The inquiry into the 
doping of Garnish commenced at Brighton Beach, 
July 31, the day of his memorable defeat by Red 
Friar. The offi<*ial veterinary discovered evidence 
of drugs, diagnosing the case as chloral poisoning. 
The horse’s mouth was badly burned. R. L. Rogers 
was questioned by the stewards and disclaimed any 
knowledge of the use of drugs. .Tohn Wilson, the 
then trainer of the horse, was adjudged responsible 
and accordingly discharged. 

But a few days ago it was learned that W’ilsoD 
was again in Ibigers’ employ and that he was mak- 
ing preparations to ship Garnish and other horses 
in the stable to Los Angeles. This caused the 
stewards of the Jockey Club to take up the case 
again. It is alleged that when Wilson was con- 
fronted with certain evidence that had been 
g.athered by the agents of the .Tockey Club since 
.Iiilv. he vouchsafed the information that Garnish 
liad been doped in all his races and furnished 
.Tames R. Keene with the recipe that had been 
used. 

Rogers in the meantime had started for Los 
Angeles. lie was Intercepted at Chicago and wired 
to return to answer the charge made by Wilson. 
That liis answer was unavailing is evidenced by 
the action of the stewards. 

RYE TRIUBIPHS IN THE SAYVILLE STAKES.

The backv.ard running of J. Curl’s Johnstown 
and Bragg in their respective races trslay excited 
widespread comment.
